.M. .\. Silvers, who has been here on a Imying trip, 
sianc of the prizes are worth winning. For instance, 
tlie Priniis Centeiiario. run on Christinas Day, will 
,iie wortli almut $12,000 gold. Tt is for three-year- 
olds and upward at one mile and a half, on the turf, 
ami except for the Derby is the biggest raee in the 
<*ouiitr>-. Tlie Derby, run Heoemlier 13. is in fact not 
worth so niucli as the Priniis Centenario — about 
gti.OOO gold. Three-year-olds compete over a mile 
ami a lialf course and the entries are not restricted 
to Chilean-breil horses. 

Racing in Chile is <-onducted on Sundays ami holi- 
days— about one hundred da.vs in the entire season. 
Tiie Valparaiso i-oiirse is one mile, with a three- 
guarter-niile straight chute. The counw' at Santi- 
ago Is one mile and a quarter. Betting is by the 
pari-iniitiiol. with some auction pooling in tbe cit.r. 

Valparaiso track is twenty minutes from the city 
b.v trolle.v and train, and 3,000 Ih the minimnm at- 
tendance on ordinary days.
